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FLAG-RANT VIOLATION 

Brooklyn Bridge's American flags swapped for white flags overnight

There will be no white flag 
above our door. 

Two flags of surrender mys- 
teriously took the place of the 
American flags atop the Brook- 
lyn Bridge’s two 276-foot towers 
early on Tuesday morning. The 
banners waved over the city for 
several hours until police scaled 
the cables of the iconic span and 
removed the offending banners. 
One Brooklyn pol said in no un- 
certain terms that the borough 
won’t back down to pranksters, 
no matter what their intent. 

“If flying a white flag atop 
the Brooklyn Bridge is someone’s 
idea of a joke, I’m not laughing,” 
Borough President Adams said. 
“The public safety of our city is 
of paramount importance, partic- 
ularly our landmarks and bridges 
that are already known to be high- 
risk targets. We will not surren- 
der our public safety to anyone, 
at any time.” 

The stealth artists responsible 
apparently crept up the cables on 
either side of the bridge, blocking 
the lights illuminating the flag 
on the Brooklyn side at 3:30 am 
and the Manhattan side’s at 3:42 


am, according to police. 

The culprits used alumi- 
num baking pans to shroud the 
lights, according to deputy com- 


missioner of counter-terrorism 
John Miller. 

Construction workers spotted 
the switcheroo at 5:30 am and 


alerted the city, Miller said. 

The anti-terror honcho said he 
doesn’t think the gag had any con- 
nection to politics.

“It may have been somebody’s 
art project,” he said. 

His boss said that the Police 
Department is nevertheless tak- 
ing the flags seriously. 

“This is a matter of concern 
despite the motive,” police chief 
Bill Bratton said. 

Video shows four or five 
people crossing the bridge as a 
group at around 3:10 am, plus a 
few more minutes later, accord- 
■§ ing to Miller. 

% “These people are of particu- 
| lar interest,” he said. 

§ Miller said the un-sanc- 
tioned flags appeared to have 
| been bleached. Police will con- 
duct tests to determine where the 
flags came from and how they 
were altered, he said. 

Miller speculated that the van- 
dals may have climbing experi- 
ence from working construction 
and said that there may have been

Prison for Rebar owner 

One bilked groom says he'd rather get his money back

Sorry didn’t cut it. 

On Monday a judge sen- 
tenced the Dumbo bar owner 
who bilked dozens of couples 
out of more than $1 million in 
wedding money to 3 years and 4 
months to 10 years in prison for 
tax fraud — the exact amount 
prosecutors had sought — mo- 
ments after he apologized for 


the first time. 

“I completely failed the trust 
that was put in me by my family 
and friends and the city and state 
of New York and the borough of 
Brooklyn and, most importantly, 
my employees and customers,” 
Stevens said in Brooklyn Su- 
preme Court, as the New York 
Post reported. 

“I’ll spend my time in prison 
trying to become a better man 


so when I come out, I can be- 
gin the long process of starting 
to repay the financial and emo- 
tional debts that I incurred,” he 
said, per the Post. 

Stevens agreed in June to 
pay restitution to the couples he 
fleeced out of $1.8 million. Re- 
bar closed abruptly in May with 
more than 200 weddings on its 
calendar, leaving dozens of cou- 
ples in the lurch, some of whom 


had dropped tens of thousands 
of dollars in deposits. Now, one 
groom he agreed to pay back is 
saying he would rather see Ste- 
vens work off his debt than lan- 
guish in a jail cell. 

“He can’t make any money in 
jail,” said Christian Pascarella, 
who says he lost $17,000 to Ste- 
vens. “I’d rather him not be in 
prison and paying me back.”

Barclays goes full 'Jurassic Park'

Steven Spielberg, eat your heart 
out. 

Prehistory came alive last week 
when more than a dozen life-size, 
animatronic dinosaurs stomped 
through the Barclays Center as part 
of the “Walking with Dinosaurs” 
show that ran July 16-20. The blow- 
out presentation — inspired by a Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corporation show of 
the same name — taught kids with- 
out letting them get bored, accord- 
ing to one attendee. 

“It was educational — it’s better 
than taking them to the Museum of 
Natural History where their attention 
span runs low,” said Flatbush dad Rico 
Silvera, who brought his two sons to 
the show. 

Silvera said he even learned a thing 
or two. 

“I learned that birds are the di- 
rect descendants of the dinosaurs,” 
he said. 

The show brought 20 dinos from 
10 different species to the arena for 
a glimpse of how the reptiles filled 
their days back when they roamed 
the earth. 

The $20 million spectacular hasn’t 
set claw on U.S. shores since 2007, and

in that time, the producers updated 
the show and tweaked the starring 
beasts to reflect the latest scientific 
discoveries, including the reptiles’ 
relation to birds. 

“Every tour the paleontologists 
tell us something new,” said Matt 
Olver, who leads a team of raptor- 
suit- wearing actors in the show. “Be- 
fore it was more like killer reptiles in 
a wolf pack. Then they became more 
predatorial-bird-like.” 

Silvera said the raptors were cool 
and all, but there could be only one 
king of the show. 

“I think everyone’s favorite dino- 
saur is the T. Rex — he’s the fiercest. 
He’s the most popular,” he said. 


Polish grocery getting the chop

It could be the end of an Eagle. 
Eagle Provisions, a Polish grocery 
store that has served Greenwood 
Heights for 75 years, is up for sale, 
but its demise is not assured just yet. 
The recent decision to put the three- 
story building at Fifth Avenue and 18th 
Street on the market for a reported $9 
million came from one owner over the 
objection of the other, according to the 
pair of proprietors. 

“I just can’t do this forever,” said 
John Zawisny, who put the store up for 
sale and is the elder of the two broth- 
ers who bought it back in 1979. “It’s 
time for me to retire.” 

Richard Zawisny, on the other hand, 
wants to keep the enterprise alive and 
churning out kielbasa, and is fishing for 
investors to help make that happen. 

“I’m looking for some partners to go 
in with me,” he said. “We’re in with the 
neighborhood, and we want to stay.” 




News of the possible closure comes 
less than two months after The Brook- 
lyn Paper urged readers to “Go There 
Now” as part of its ongoing series pro- 
filing longtime neighborhood institu- 
tions. 

The top two floors of the Eagle Pro- 
visions building have been vacant since 
a 1966 fire. Current zoning allows for

a residential building as tall as four 
stories with ground-level retail to be 
built on the spot. 

The store first opened in 1939 as 
White Eagle Market, and the Zawis- 
nys’ father worked there for 18 years. 
It was their father’s dream to have a 
business in the family and, after learn- 
ing the grocery trade at Pathmark, the 
Zawisny brothers decided to go in on 
the shop. 

The brothers tweaked the store’s in- 
ventory to try to keep up with chang-

“As my final day approaches, I leave 
the 78th Precinct with a heavy heart,” 
Ameri wrote on Twitter. “It is a bitter- 
sweet transfer for me!” 

A local pol hailed his ascendancy, 
saying Ameri is a great fit for head of 
the Highway Patrol Unit. 

“On a personal level, Mike has been 
a great friend and partner,” said Coun- 
cilman Brad Lander (D-Park Slope) in 
a statement. “He has our community’s 
deep thanks, and best wishes for good

Ameri also created a meeting de- 
voted solely to traffic issues to sup- 
plement his monthly community coun- 
cil meetings. 

In his new post, Ameri will oversee 
policing of the city’s highways, traffic 
safety, and the Collision Investigation 
Squad, which underwent reforms last 
year after widespread criticism for re- 
fusing to investigate crashes unless or 
until someone died. 

The 78th Precinct did not respond to 
repeated requests for comment.

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Wburg-Bushwick naming 
debate is as old as time

Bushwick is the new Wil- 
liamsburg — and the old Wil- 
liamsburg. 

The industrial area re- 
ferred to by realtors as “East 
Williamsburg” as recently 
as 2010, and by Google to 
this day, is stridently called 
Bushwick by neighborhood 
businesses such as the on- 
line video streaming com- 
pany Livestream and high- 
end pizzeria Roberta’s. The 
debate over what to call the 
’hood between Bushwick 
Avenue, Flushing Avenue, 
Metropolitan Avenue, and 
Newtown Creek may seem 
as old as time, and this pa- 
per has taken a strong pro- 
Williamsburg position in re- 
cent months, but history is 
on the side of the tech ex- 
ecutives and kale -on-pizza 
visionaries. That is because 
all of modern-day Williams- 
burg was once part of Bush- 
wick, according to history 
buffs we quizzed. 

Still, the argument over 
what name to use is alive 
and well, Brooklyn’s bor- 
ough historian Ron Sch- 
weiger said. 

“Ifyouwereto stop 50 peo- 
ple on the street in that dis- 
puted spot, 25 people would 
say it was Bushwick and 25 
people would say it was Wil- 
liamsburg,” he said. 

Back in the mid- 19th cen- 
tury, Bushwick was a town- 
ship that encompassed all 
of modern-day Bushwick, 
Williamsburg, and Green- 
point, separated from the 
city of Brooklyn by Broad- 
way, according to historian 
Brian Merlis, who has penned 
books on Bushwick and Wil- 
liamsburg’s history. Within 
that township, Williamsburg 
was a small waterfront vil- 
lage, extending as far towards 
Newtown Creek as Union Av- 




enue, according to Merlis. 
That changed in 1852, when 
Williamsburg became a city 
within the town of Bushwick 
and Williamsburg’s New- 
town- Creek- side boundary 
moved to Bushwick Avenue, 
he said. The city of Williams- 
burg only lasted three years, 
and never expanded beyond 
Bushwick Avenue, before it 
was incorporated into the city 
of Brooklyn, per Merlis. 

The times apparently 
changed naming conven- 
tions within a few decades. A 
U.S. Geological Survey map 
drawn up in 1898, the year 
of Brooklyn’s consolidation 
into New York City, known 
by some as the Mistake of ’98, 
shows the area in question 
solidly in the Brooklyn neigh- 
borhood of Williamsburgh.

These days the onetime hin- 
terlands of Brooklyn are 
20-something transplant cen- 
tral and, though the new ar- 
rivals may not know it, many 
of them are keeping the tra- 
ditional boundaries alive. If 
you don’t believe us, listen 
to a local. 

“This is the epicenter of 
where people want to be right 
now,” said Clarissa Reynolds, 
26, who lives near the Mor- 
gan L subway stop. “Bush- 
wick is where all the cool 
parties are. All of my friends 
live around here.” 

The Bushwick pride is so 
strong that some more -long- 
time residents in the disputed 
area have an even more ex- 
pansive definition of where 
the neighborhood ends. 

“Williamsburg is the 
Bedford Avenue [L] stop or 
maybe Lorimer, but beyond 
that, it is not Williamsburg,” 
said Emily Lew, a manager at 
Momo Sushi Shack on Bogart 


Avenue, between Siegel and 
Moore streets. “I have lived 
here for 15 years and it is 
crazy how it has changed, but 
it is not Williamsburg.” 

A local journalist insists 
that, between its 19th-cen- 
tury iterations and its mod- 
ern-day hype, the neigh- 
borhood has never not been 
called Bushwick. 

“Locals have referred to 
this industrial area of loft 
buildings as Bushwick at 
least going back to the early 
and mid part of the 20th cen- 
tury and probably forever,” 
said Cate Corcoran, manag- 
ing editor of the real estate 
website Brownstoner, in an 
e-mail response to an arti- 
cle about Livestream’s move. 
“My uncle used to own a fac- 
tory there in the 1940s and 
’50s and he confirmed it was 
known as Bushwick.” 

Corcoran did not respond 
to a request for further infor- 
mation about her uncle and 
his factory. 

But, as Corcoran acknowl- 
edges, city bean counters 
have taken a more generous 
view of where Williamsburg 
ends. The contested territory 
falls into Community Board 
1 , which weighs in on issues 
affecting Williamsburg and 
Greenpoint, and the 90th po- 
lice precinct, which describes 
itself as serving “South Wil- 
liamsburg.” And at one time 
it sat within the East Wil- 
liamsburg Industrial Busi- 
ness Zone, signs for which 
still hang from posts though 
the area has apparently been 
incorporated into the North 
Brooklyn Industrial Business 
Zone. 

As for the preeminent au- 
thority on the neighborhoods’ 
historical boundaries, it’s all 
gravy to him. 

“Brokers will call this 
whatever name they think 
will sell,” Merlis said.

Domino gets paint job 

Latest factory-art piece maintains slavery themes

It’s a bittersweet mural 
piece that’s life. 

On the heels of the dis- 
mantling of the high-pro- 
file Domino Sugar factory 
installation by artist Kara 
Walker, the Williamsburg 
activist group El Puente has 
started painting a mural on a 
construction fence outside the 
complex. The 200-feet piece 
deals with similar themes to 
the epic Walker work, also 
chronicling the exploitative 


economy behind the sugar 
industry. 

“A history of sugar is a 
history of slavery,” said Ana 
O’Keefe, a member of Los 
Muralistas, the arts arm of 
El Puente, adding that the 
painting commissioned by 
developer Two Trees is no 
puff piece and also critiques 
the building-up of Williams- 
burg. “We wanted it to be 
an analysis of the develop- 
ment projects that are going 
in here as well.” 

A volunteer day last Fri- 


day drew a crowd to the 
corner of Grand Street and 
Kent Avenue to help color 
in the lines, with volunteers 
of all ages lending a hand. 
Borough President Adams 
showed up to tout his sup- 
port of the project. 

“The neighborhood is 
changing rapidly, and this 
is sort of a storybook of 
what happened,” Adams 
said. “It’s really a powerful 
statement.” 

Los Muralistas recruited 
12 high school students to 


help paint the mural for pay. 
The students mostly hail from 
the group’s El Puente Acad- 
emy school, and they are no 
slouches, working long hours 
under the hot sun. 

Work on the mural began 
on July 7, and O’Keefe said 
she expects it to last about 
six weeks. Because its can- 
vas on a construction fence 
outside the factory complex 
slated for development, the 
mural won’t be there forever, 
but O’Keefe said it will stay 
up for two years.

Park nope! 

Drivers brace for Union St. 
garage-to-apts conversion

Some Park Slope car own- 
ers could soon find themselves 
circling the block looking for 
a spot if a developer convinces 
the city to let it turn a parking 
garage on Union Street into a 
luxury apartment complex. 

Lewis Meltzer, owner 
of the garage between Sev- 
enth and Sixth avenues, five 
doors down from the Park 
Slope Food Coop, is seek- 
ing approval for a plan to 
turn the 261 -spot carpark 


into a six- story residential 
building with ground-floor 
retail. Slopers we polled say 
losing the spots will intensify 
already-stiff competition for 
on-street parking. 

“It’s already very diffi- 
cult to find parking here,” 
said Dari Litchman as she 
hurried from her car to her 
work shift at the cooperative. 
“This will make it a lot more 
difficult.” 

Litchman lives in Windsor 
Terrace, but as a coop mem- 
ber who works in the neigh- 
borhood, she said she often

finds herself struggling to 
find a spot. She has never 
used the garage, but the driv- 
ers who do will no doubt 
flood the neighborhood if 
it closes, she said. 

Meltzer filed an applica- 
tion for the zoning variance 
in January and the local com- 
munity board recommended 
it with several stipulations, 
among them, including af- 
fordable housing and nixing 
the balconies included in the 
original bid. 

The balconies would cre- 
ate an unacceptable amount 
of noise, according to the 
panel. 

“Obviously if I were a 
neighbor sharing a back 
yard, I might be more con- 
cerned about the rear of the 
building than about the park- 
ing,” said Community Board 
6 district manager Craig 
Hammerman. 


The approval came over 
the protest of neighbors who 
packed a land use commit- 
tee meeting in June to rail 
against the conversion. 

Meltzer bought the prop- 
erty in 1982 for $650,000, 
property records show. The 
lot was zoned for manufac- 
turing when Meltzer pur- 
chased it and required a 
zoning variance to operate 
as a parking garage. He has 
appearedbefore Community 
Board 6 every 10 years since 
then to get its blessing for 
renewing the variance, and 
the plan to build apartments 
didn’t come as much of a sur- 
prise, Hammerman said. 

“Since the ’80s the owner 
has indicated he intends to 
convert the building to res- 
idential,” he said. “He’s just 
getting around to it now.” 

Meltzer did not respond to 
a request for comment.

Mayor DeBlasio is setting 
his sights on Downtown. 

The former Sloper in chief 
touted a package of new and 
in-progress initiatives last 
Wednesday that include plans 
to connect and revamp area 
parks and to consider rent- 
ing out space in a Depart- 
ment of Education building 
to stores. The package push 
will continue Downtown’s as- 
cent, he said. 

“The investments we are 
making will help Downtown 
Brooklyn continue its rise, 
generate goodjobs, and make 
this a more dynamic neigh- 
borhood to live and work,” 
DeBlasio said in a state- 
ment. 

One component is an 
already-under-consider- 
ation “Brooklyn Strand” 
that proposes connecting 
Borough Hall with Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park through an 
as-yet-unspecified series 
of parks, plazas, and land- 
scaped thoroughfares. The 
announcement included no 
details on how such a lin- 
ear park would surmount 
the great wall created by 
the Brooklyn Bridge and 
the Brooklyn- Queens Ex- 
pressway, but it is music 
to Borough President Ad- 
ams’s ears. 

“I am excitedto see Down- 
town Brooklyn’s full poten- 
tial unlocked under this excit- 
ing plan, including its unique 
open space, which will soon 
connect Brooklyn Borough 
Hall to our one-of-a-kind wa- 
terfront,” Adams said. 

Also on tap is a look at 
renting out part of the edu- 
cation department building 
at 65 Court St. to retailers 
and a move to overhaul the 
long-shuttered BAM Park in 
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Mayor DeBlasio sees 
big progress happening 
Downtown. 


Fort Greene, the ground un- 
der which is dangerously un- 
stable, but which the city says 
is “about to” reopen. 

Concurrently with the gov- 
ernment moves, 60 groups 
are getting together to form 
a business improvement dis- 
trict, according to the an- 
nouncement. 

DeBlasio’s horn-toot- 
ing came on the heels of a 
brochure issued earlier in 
the week by the Downtown 
Brooklyn Partnership recap- 
ping the area’s growth over 
the decade since its rezon- 
ing to allow sky-high devel- 
opment. The document touts 
the creation of 5,000 new 
apartments, 1,100 new ho- 
tel rooms, and 10,000 tech- 
sector jobs. The pro-business 
group’s president said the city 
projects will help the area 
keep expanding. 

“Today’s announcement 
reflects Mayor DeBlasio’s 
commitment to ensuring that 
this growth is not a flash in 
the pan, but a continued and 
sustained trend that jobs and 
housing for New Yorkers will 
continue to grow in Down- 
town Brooklyn,” said Tucker 
Reed in a statement.

Baiocco still lives in Man- 
hattan, but Maldari grew up 
in Marine Park and lives in 
Bergen Beach.

“a good deal of pre-opera- 
tion planning.” They circum- 
vented locked gates midway 
up the cable, which required 
special equipment and some 
serious guts, Miller said. 

He added that, though the 
towers are extremely visible, 
the Police Department is more 
concerned with structurally 
vulnerable roadway and sup- 
port infrastructure. 

The Brooklyn Bridge 
was the target of a 2002 A1 
Qaeda plot and former police 
chief Ray Kelly boasted to 
the New York Times in 201 1 
that highly visible security 
measures, including police 
cars at either end and a po- 
lice boat in the East River, 
deterred the attack. 

The measures did not faze 
the graffiti vandal who made 
a big mark on the Manhattan 
Bridge side of a support in 
2012, though cops later ar-

rested a suspect for the tag- 
ging, according to the New 
York Daily News.

flags around noon. 

Tourists trying to take a 
stroll over the bridge were 
upset about the closure, but 
said they were willing to 
wait it out. 

“We only have one day 
in Brooklyn, so we’re pretty 
disappointed,” said Maren 
Messer, visiting with her 
family from Germany. “But 
we’ll try to see if it re-opens 
soon.” 

The path appeared to have 
reopened at 1:40 pm.

The felony fraud and lar- 
ceny charges Stevens pleaded 
guilty to were for stealing 
from the state by collecting 
more than $200,000 in sales 
taxes that he didn’t pass on, 
and failing to collect $1.2 
million more between 2009 
and 2012. 

Brooklyn’s top lawman 
said the sentencing should 
serve as a deterrent to would- 
be fraudsters, and took pains 
to point out that tax money 


belongs to taxpayers. 

“Today’s sentence sends a 
clearmessage that we will pros- 
ecute tax cheats andput them in 
prison for stealing money from 
the people ofNew York,” said 
District Attorney Ken Thomp- 
son in a statement. 

The language was appar- 
ently in response to criti- 
cism that prosecutors pur- 
sued charges against Stevens 
for stealing from the govern- 
ment while letting the wed- 
ding fraud slide.

Adams: White flags were terrorism

Borough President Adams, 
above, said that, far from being 
a harmless prank, Tuesday’s 
Brooklyn-Bridge-flag incident 
was an act of terrorism. 

The Brooklyn pol held a 
press conference early on 
Tuesday afternoon, a few 
hours after police pulled 


down the white flags that 
briefly replaced the stars 
and stripes atop the iconic 
span’s two towers. Adams of- 
fered a $5,000 reward that 
he claimed would come out 
of his own pocket for infor- 
mation leading to the cap- 
ture of the person or people 
responsible for the switch- 
eroo, and emphasized that 


the stunt sowed fear in the 
hearts of Brooklynites. 

“This was a terrorist act,” 
Adams said. “Anytime you 
bring about terror, it’s a ter- 
rorist act.” 

Adams explained that mo- 
torists, pedestrians, and cy- 
clists on the bridge could well 
have been freaked out by the 
surrender flags, though he 
did not speculate about what 
political aims they may have 
been meant to achieve. 

Adams encouraged the 
culprit or culprits to give 
themselves up. 

“The only thing or person 
that should be surrendering 
at this time is the person re- 
sponsible for the desecration 
of these flags,” he said.

ust off those huaraches and break 
out the Sex Wax! 

Surf guitar legend Dick Dale 
will shred Brooklyn Bowl on Aug. 
2, and no one is more psyched than 
his opening act. 

“We can’t waitto open for DickDale 
— he’s one of our favorite musicians,” 
said Laura Rebel Angel, a Bushwick 
resident who leads rockabilly revival- 
ists Screamin’ Rebel Angels. “Not only 
are we influenced by him, but so many 
of our other influences are.” 

Before the 77-year-old “king of surf 
guitar” takes the stage, the Angels will 
warm up the crowd with its brand of 
raucous, high-energy, proto-rock. 

Rockabilly — a mix of early rock 
and country western music from the 
1950s — is a drop in the bucket amidst 
the sea of sub -genres that have burst 
forth from rock ’n’ roll, but for Laura, 
the niche style comes naturally. 

“It’s just kinda what comes out,” 
she said. “The intensity and energy 
of it — its really fun, and it doesn’t 
take itself too seriously.” 

For his part, Dale practically in- 
vented the surf music genre, com- 
bining exotic scales and hyper-fast 
picking he picked up from a Leba-

nese uncle with reverb and distor- 
tion that channeled the feeling of rid- 
ing a wave. 

Echoes of his 1962 genre -defining 
song “Miserlou” can be heard in just 
about any surf tune to date. 

Surf music and rockabilly share 
several stylistic elements, including 
super-quick staccato picking leads and 
a song structure based on the “blues 
progression,” Laura said. 

Screamin’ Rebel Angels formed in 
201 1 and put out a five-song album less 
than two months later. Now Laura and 
guitarist Brian “Bobo” Hack of Wil- 
liamsburg anchor the band. The duo 
uses a revolving rhythm section for 
local and touring shows, but recently 
added drummer Sean O’Connell as a 
permanent member. 

The group just inked a record deal 
with Lanark Records — a Pennsylva- 
nia label that specializes in early rock 
music — and is slated to release a new 
record this fall.

Far out! Surf guitar god Dick Dale is playing Brooklyn Bowl and summer temperatures soaring , so The 
Brooklyn Paper braved rip currents and sandy trunks to bring you the best in Brooklyn's surf music scene. 
The genre proper may have wiped out by the late 1960s, but these bands dusted of their parents' copy of 
"Pet Sounds" and incorporated washes of reverb, snare-heavy drums, and sun-kissed lyrics into their own 
acts. Expect sounds closer to contemporary act Surfer Blood than the Ventures or the Surfaris of old — with 
six decades of rock history to draw on, these acts fold in elements from a variety of rock sub-genres. 


The Vandelles 

This band is chest- deep in the surf 
music canon — and it has got the ’ver- 
bed-out guitars, “ooh la la” group vo- 
cals, and found beach sounds to prove 
it. Bonus points for having an article- 
plus-noun name.

Clip show 

Reality stars might have killed the music video, 
but the classic era of MTV is not forgotten. 

A vintage music video aficionado is bring- 
ing his vast knowledge of the subject to Wil- 
liamsburg bar- theater Videology on Aug. 2, 
where he will give a 
talk on the art form’s 
heyday, the best clips 
of all time, and the 
time dolphins saved 
Axl Rose’s life. 

“I was in junior high 
to college from 1980 to 
1990, and those were 
MTV’s shining years,” 
said Park Sloper Stephen 
Pitalo, explaining his interest in the subject. 

Pitalo runs a blog called “The Golden Age of 
Music Video,” and is working on a book of the 
same name. He has interviewed more than 60 mu- 
sic video directors in the course of his research, 
including the directors of many hair metal vid- 
eos, Madonna’s videos, and John Landis, who 
directed Michael Jackson’s “Thriller.” 

The golden age of music video was between 
1976 and 1993, according to Pitalo. It began 
with Queen’s epic “Bohemian Rhapsody” video 
and ended with a series of overblown short 
films for the songs on Guns ‘N’ Roses’ “Use 
You Illusion” albums. In one of those videos, 
Axl Rose jumps off of a battleship and is sub- 
sequently saved by a pod of dolphins. 

“That was at the time of multi-million dol- 
lar music videos and also when reality televi- 
sion started with the real world,” said Pitalo. 
“Marketing people started dictating the cre- 
ative process, and like with any other creative 
process, the art suffered.” 

Pitalo will also share some of his favorite 
music videos with the audience of his Videology 
presentation, which include Golden Earring’s 
“Twilight Zone,” Ian Hunter’s “All of the Good 
Ones are Taken,” and “Drive” by R.E.M. 

He will also offer some reflections on the 
current state of music videos. 

“Things are totally and completely different 
in the ingestion of entertainment now,” said Pi- 
talo. “Now, there are enormous personalities with 
enormous budgets like Lady Gaga and Weird Al, 
and the other side is people taking advantage of 
how cheap it is to make a clip now.” 

After the hour-and-a-half presentation, Pi- 
talo plans to video jockey classics for at least 
two hours. 

He will also be at the Royal Palms Shuf- 
fleboard Club in Gowanus on July 25, where 
he will show more classic clips as well as giv- 
ing away pinback buttons, heavy metal trad- 
ing cards, and vintage MTV shirts.

The appeal of this art show is transparent. 

Hot Wood Arts in Red Hook will feature 
an eye-catching exhibit of blown-glass sculp- 
tures of guns, as part of an art show that uses 
visual play to ask serious questions 
about violence in our 
society. 

“They are 
playful and yet 
so real,” said 
Hot Wood Arts curator Me- 
gan Suttles of the works in 
the show, which is dubbed 
“Clear and Present Danger.” 

“They are all about tragic things that 
have happened.” 

The pellucid pistols, which artist Claire Lie- 
berman sculpted the with the help of glass 
experts, are modeled after toy guns from the 
1950s and ’60s that she remembers from her 
childhood. 

“It is an opportunity to reflect on the time 
and the fragility of life and of the things we 
put into children’s hands and what we do with 
them when they grow up,” she said.

T hey wanted to be a part 
of it — New York, New 
York!

but that isn’t the path for ev- 
eryone.” 

Sicha, who now lives on 


the border of Carroll Gar- 
dens and Gowanus, moved 
to New York from San Fran- 
cisco in the early 1990s 
without much of a plan 
— which he believes was 
a good way to do it. New 
York is a city for young peo- 
ple, he said, and while rising 
rents have made it tougher 
to follow your dreams with- 
out swiftly going broke, it is 
still best to take on New York 
in your early 20s. 


“This is not a city for mid- 
dle-aged people,” said Sicha, 
now hovering somewhere 
around 43 (he claimed he has 
lied about his age for so long 
that he forgets exactly how old 
he is). “Living here is like mar- 
rying for money. For five years 
the money thing is great, but 
after like, 10 years, you realize 
you’re too old to be in a trans- 
actional relationship with this 
horrible, ugly person.”

W hen a team is going 
bad, it seems like ev- 
erything that can go 
wrong will. That’s exactly 
what was happening when 
the Cyclones slid into an 
eight-game losing streak 
that started on July 10, and 
put the team below the .500 
mark for the first time this season.

He 
doesn’t swing at bad pitches and he 
takes the ‘pitcher’s strikes’ that are 
harder to hit. So there is more of a 
chance that the pitcher will eventu- 
ally make a mistake.” 

To recap: the kid can hit, and he 
is a solid outfielder and a good per- 
son. I’m excited to see what other 
qualities the 21 -year-old will reveal 
in the coming months. 

It is quite possible the addition 
of Conforto was exactly what the 
Cyclones needed to turn the season 
around. And that means more fun for 
the fans and, kinda selfishly, me.

Mid-East pain hits home

W hen my daugh- 
ters were younger, 
I told them if we 
ever got separated and they 
needed help, ask a grown up 
with a child, believing that 
another parent would both 
know what to do and would 
respond to a child’s plea for 
help. My faith in other parents 
has been renewed by the ac- 
tions of two mothers and fa- 
thers far away and caught up 
in an unimaginable horror. 

Sixteen-year-old Naftali 
Fraenkel was one of three 
Israeli teenagers kidnapped 
and murdered by two Pal- 
estinians who officials be- 
lieved were linked to terror- 
ists. The day after he was 
buried, Muhammad Abu Kh- 
deir, a 16-year-old Palestin- 
ian boy, was abducted and 
killed in retaliation by ex- 
tremist Israeli Jews. 

In the midst of their grief 
and pain, the parents of 
both these boys refused to 


call for revenge 
and more blood- 
shed. Rather 
than shouting 
to inflict harm 
on other chil- 
dren and fami- 
lies, these moth- 
ers and fathers 
spoke to the shared experi- 
ence of parents everywhere, 
our fears, dreams, and hopes 
for the safety and blessings 
of our children. 

Hussein Abu Khdeir, 
Muhammad’s father said, 
“Whether Jew or Arab, 
who can accept the kidnap- 
ping and killing of his son or 
daughter? I call on both sides 
to stop the bloodshed.” 

The Fraenkels’ words 
were, “No mother or fa- 
ther should ever have to go 
through what we are going 
through, and we share the 
pain of Mohammed’s parents 
. . . and we hope that calm 
will return to the streets of 


our country.” 

Early in my children’s 
lives, I learned that I had 
to depend on other parents 
to care for my girls, on play 
dates, sleepovers, at parties 
and trips. I might not always 
agree with another parent’s 
every decision, but I have an 
underlying faith that they will 
do what they think is right to 
keep my daughters safe. 

I trusted other parents to 
understand how important 
my children were to me be- 
cause their children must 
surely be equally impor- 
tant to them. 

In the midst of a violent, 
angry, dangerous situation, 


the parents of Naftali and 
Muhammad saw through the 
rhetoric, the politics, and their 
differences in religion to the 
essence of the moment, that 
each had a precious, beloved 
child ripped from their lives 
and their families. 

Their prayers for peace 
and an end to the violence 
went unheard as the situa- 
tion in Israel and Gaza has 
deteriorated steadily. More 
children have died as the 
rockets, mortars, and gun- 
fire continue. 

The issues involved seem 
enormous and insurmount- 
able, but through a parent’s 
eyes the impact of events are 
crystal clear, as tiny and pre- 
cious as a child’s hand. Even 
in Brooklyn, a father can un- 
derstand the fear and pain of 
families far away and their 
desperate calls for the safety 
of their children. I have faith 
it is the same thing all par- 
ents pray for every day.
